ST. Louis, July 22.-'The day for the 


opening of two national conventions 
dawned bright and clear. The heavena 
wereof azure blue staffed here and there 
•with wads of cotton clouds. The only 
drawback to an otherwise perfect day 
was the "ising temperature which prom- 
ised torrid heat before the son crossed the 
meridian. The crowds were dense and 
merry but there was a striking absence of 
brass bands which at the old parties' con- 
ventions filled the air with their clamor. 


Before ten the crowds were moving In a 


steady stream toward convention hall. 
Bryan and "the middle road" factions 
were both girded for the fray and both 
claimed victory. The first test ot strength 
is eagerly looked forward to. 
little Interest Bh.wsi In the Silver 


Committee. 


Bo far as the silver convention Is con- 


cerned little public interest is manifested. 
The attention of the public is all on the 
Populists. Although the middle road 
men were much incensed last night at the 
statement of Senator Butler that he fa- 
vored Bryan's nomination conditionally, 
they were undecided np to nook whether 
to fight his selection on the floor or not. 


Visitors Very lB«l*>rent. 


The hall where the populists meet 4s the 


same in which the Republican convention 
was held. The arrangements are the same 
but the decorations are not elaborate. 
There is no picture in the hall. The only 
thing of that nature was a large bust of 
General Grant which faced the platforms 
•cross the heads of the delegates. 


Delegates began straggling in before 


ten bnt spectators were slow in arriving. 
'When the pit was half filled there were 
not over 300 people in the galleries. 
Among tbe first arrivals were the Kansas 
delegates with long yellow ribbons on 
their heads and sunflowers in the lappels 
of their coats.

Others removed their vests 
and hung them on the back of their 
chain. Many wore negligee shirts. Quite 
a number wore neither collar nor cravat. 
Although some of the delegates were very 
noisy during the preliminary skirmishing 
before the convention all were very quiet 
while assembling.

The band above the speakers' stand 


kept np a continuous fusillade of popular 
airs, bnt not one brought around of ap- 
plause. The first action to awake the 
delegates from their lethargy was when 
tbe assistant aergeant-atrarms hung a por- 
trait of Lincoln over one of the front gal. 
leiies. Tbe delegates applauded and some 
one shouted three cheers. 


There were several women delegates on 


the floor. One posed with a middle road 
streamer pinned to her gown. The crowd 
cheered wildly. She waved her handfcer- 
c-hief frantically and the enthusiastic 
Texas delegates crowded around and 
•book her hand. Then one of the lone 
•tar delegates mounted a chair and read 
telegrams from Texas populists admon- 
ishing them to keep the middle of the 
road and bolt if necessary. 


Called t* Order. 


At 12.18 Senator Butler mounted the plat- 


form. About him were Cyclone Davis, 
Secretary Turner. Some of the member* 
•ribSJMtlMSl commute* took seats in

front of the platform. While every seat 
on tbe floor were taken the galleries were 
practically empty. The convention came 
to order promptly at the fint rap of gavel. 
After prayer the chairman introduced 
Governor Stone who made the address of 
welcome. 


A Funereal Snsrcesllon. 


He was heartily cheered. When Stone 


had concluded Ignatius Donnelly some- 
what out of the usual order of things 
started making a speech. His talk drift- 
ed into anti-Bryanism. He urged the con- 
vention to do nothing which would make 
the movement go down. 


He concluded by saying they must stand 


together. God forbid that he should be 
attending the funeral of the Peoples' 
party was his sentiment. Senator Butler, 
temporary chairman, was then intro- 
duced. He was given three cheers and 
proceeded to address tbe convention. 


Drmucrate Stole Their Platform. 
Butler said the Democrats had to steal 


most of People's party platform. This 
was heartily cheered. The transportation 
question must be settled he said as well as 
the financial question. There could be 
no destruction of trusts so long as trans- 
portation corporations existed. 
Does Not Want the People's Murty to 


be *>n Annex. 


Later he said if the People's party 


should go out of existence the Democrats 
would repudiate their platform. Great 
cheering followed this. He said he hoped 
the convention would not turn itself into 
a Democratic annex. He also said he had too 
much faith to believe it would turn into a 
Republican annex. This also was heartily 
cheered. 


During his speech there was a shoot 


"Hurrah for Bryan." It was greeted with 
hisses and cries of "Put him out." 


At 2.15 the convention took a recess 


until eight o'clock this evening.

LONDON, July 22.—Princess Maude tbe 


third daughter of the Prince of Wales 
was married at 12.30 o'clock today to 
Prince Charles the second son of the 
Crown Prince Frederick of Denmark. 
The ceremony took place in the private 
chapel of Buckingham palace. 


So far as the general public of London 


was concerned the wedding did not at- 
tract as much attention as has been be- 
stowed usually upon royal marriages in 
recent years. With the ezcepiion of St. 
James street and a few houses in Pall 
Mall and Piccadilly the decorations were 
very poor. Inside the Marlborough bouse 
grounds the Prince of Wales hod erected 
a stand for friends who were unable to get 
to the palace. 


Crowds began to assemble in the streets 


at an early hour and all points ot van- 
tage from Marlborough house to Bucking- 
bam palace were preempted. 
At 11.30

attended by his brothers and Princess 
Christian Harold left tbe Marlborough 
bouse.

Instructive Details. 


There are many interesting things con- 


nected with the starting of a big mill, of 
which the general public seldom learns. 
They watch the building go up and then 
whatever may go on inside amounts to 
nothing to them, as they may have 
neither time nor the disposition to ask 
about it, and if they wish to see for them- 
selves the ever-vigilant watchman is on 
guard and informs them that the public 
is not permitted Inside tbe brick walls ot 
the massive structure Then before they 
realize the fact, the plant is furnished and 
running. 


So it was with the first two Berkshire 


mills, and so it is with the gigantic new 
one. Where, a year ago, stood a lumber 
yard, a small warp mill, a tenement bouse 
and a plot of unused ground, there is to- 
day the largest fine cotton mill in the 
United States and every day sees more 
machinery running and the great concern 
getting into better shape to produce the 
fine quality of goods through which the 
Berkshire Cotton company has taken a 
place among the foremost cotton workers 
of the world. 


The Machinery Bfow Operating 


would equip a very large mill, but in the 
new Berkshire it would seem that noth- 
ing is being done. 
But 
there is. 


The machlaery which has been started, 
performing the duties which will continue 
for numberless years, is as follows up to 
date: Thirty-eix cards, four ribbon laps' 
four laps, twelve beads of drawing, three 
Blubbers, three intermediate speeders, 
seven roblngs, fifteen fine jacks, three 
pairs of males, 12Q looms. All of this 
machinery., and the much larger amount 
not yet set up, except tbe looms, comes 
from John Hetherington & Sons of Man" 
Chester, England, and its setting up is in 
charge of these representatives: Superin- 
tendent, Samuel Hartley; foreman, Igna- 
tius J. Hatton; foreman in mulwpinnlng 
acpartment, John Lowe; foreman on 
speeders, John Bur/ton, Sr; foreman in 
carding deportment, William Hatton. 
William Desmond has charge of the 
looms. 


TIic Foremen 


of tbo various departments which are 
partly running ar« here. Walter Lacy, 
who is overseer ot weaving in mills No. 1 
and No. 2, will have the added responsi- 
bility of looking after number three. 
The other foremen already here are: 
Carding, Walter Coe; mulespinning,' James 
Andrew; ringspinning, Mr. Peckham. 


The Orent Engine 


which is to drive this mammoth plant !s 
a ReynoMs-Corliss, made by Edward P. 
Ellis of Milwaukeoe and set up by J. H. 
Mclntyre. It is a very fine piece of work 
and situated in a room more finely finish* 
ed than the Interior of the majority of 
houses, its highly polished parts are 
beautiful. The engine has a horse power 
of 1800. The drive wheel is twenty-two 
feet in 
diameter and has a face of 


eleven and one-half feet. 
This wheel 


carries four belts, the respective widths 
of which are 
forty-one, thirty-seven| 
twenty-eight and twenty-two inches. The 
largest is 206 feet long and weighs a ton- 
All of these belts are made of double 
leather and not one has a rivet or clasp. 
Qlueisthe only thing died to connect 
the ends. To return to the engine, one 
of its cylinders is forty-six by forty-eight 
inches and the other twenty- four by forty- 
eight. 
Tbe revolutions of 
the big 


wheel number eighty per minute. There 
is an important air pump driven by a 
sixteen by sixteen inch steam cylinder, 
which has a thirty-six inch water cylinder. 
J. W. Parker is the engineer and Wil- 
liam Sackett is his assistant. 


The Engine Boom 


Is finished entirely in antique oak and 
white enamel brick. The ceiling, floor 
and posts are oak, and even the iron sup* 
porters are finished to. represent oak- 
The white enamel tiling with which 
a large part of the side wails ls finished is 
imported and very costly. The bricks 
are said to cost ten cents apiece. This 
room is splendid. An oak clothes closet, 
containing washbowl and running water, 
is a great convenience to the engineers. 


The steam 


which drives this magnificent piece of 
machinery comes from seven Manning 
boilers which stand in the new engine 
house built last winter. It is conveyed 
through a twelve-inch steam main laid 
by L. A. Weston. This pipe has what is 
called a magnesia covering. 
It is not 


wholly magnesia, enough asbeStus being 
mixed with the magnesia to give it con. 
sistency. Tho boilers are capable of sus- 
taining a pressure of ISO pounds to the 
square inch. Just off the engine room is 
the room 
containing 
the 
elec- 


tric dynamos 
which 
Russell Bur- 


bank has just finished setting up. 
There are three of them— two with a ca- 
pacity of 100 lights, and one a fifty-light 
machine. 
Their total capacity is 250 


lights, each of which is of 1200 candle 
power. Tbe total voltage of the dynamos 
is 2600— six amp-current. They are en- 
tirely automatic and each light may be 
treated separately, like a gas jet. By 
means of a cleverly constructed switch- 
board the whole power may be directed 
to any part of the mill. For instance, the 
lights on the top floor may be turned on 
and a change on the switch-board will 
extinguish them and light those on any 
other floor; or, an# side of the mill may 
be Illuminated. Four miles of number 
eight copper wire is strung throughout 
the plant to carry the unseen force. 
Thomas Ferguson of Hunter's machine 
shop at North Adams has set up what are 
called clutches, by means of which any 
dynamo may be started independently. 
Toe machines are beautifully-made and 


reflect much credit on the makers, the 
Ball Electric Light company, 163 Equita- 
ble building, Boston. Mr. Burbank, who 
set them in place, is the same man who 
set up a motor in tbe No. 2 mill three 
years ago. He has done his work per- 
fectly, as was shown Tuesday 
after- 


noon 
when 
he

dynamos 
and 
lighted 
first 


one part of the mill and then another, to 
show tbe TRANSCRIPT reporter Its work- 
ings. Mr. Burbank says this is the largest 
plant he has ever placed in one building, 
and the largest mill job which has been 
done in New England for three or four 
yean. Frank Sanford will have charge of 
the electric plant and he may point with 
pride to the beauty ot his machines and 
the brilliancy of his lights. 


Tbe Large Clock 


in the tower of the mill is another inter- 
esting part. The diameter of the faces is 
eight feet, which gives some idea of the 
size of tbe works which ore of the Howard 
make. The time-piece is wound every 
Monday morning andTit takes two men to 
do the winding, with a large iron key 
weighing several pounds. The weight 
which these men pull up and which in a 
week runs do\vn to the fourth floor of the 
mill, weighs 665 ponnds.

the minute hand ot each moves forward 
to stay until it breaks again. The whole 
thing la a clever construction.

The Last Survey Locates Much 


or It In Massachu- 


setts, 


THE LINE SURVEYED LAST WEEK. 


But a Small Part or the Building Is In Ver- 


mont. Massachusetts Must "Own the 


Lamb." Granite Markers to be 


Erected. 


Surveyors have recently been engage* 


in perambulating tbe Massachusetts and 
Vermont state line between Clarksburg 
and Stamford, with the result that the 
greater part of the notorious State Line 
house is found to be in Massachusetts. 
According to this survey, tbe state line 
runs through the north wing of tbe 
bouse, twelve feet north of the main part 
of the building. The authorities of the 
two states will toon erect granite mark- 
ers, eight feet long and weighing one ton 
each, on both of the roads crossing tbe 
line between Clarksburg and Stamford, 
and henceforth Massachusetts will have 
tbe privilege of dealing with this dive 
practically 
singlehanded, although a 


small and unimportant part of the build* 
ing stands in Vermont. 


It is a pity that the whole house was 


not found to be on one side of tbe line, as 
such an outcome would have greatly 
simplified the work of the officers in 
dealing with it. 
However, it will be 


easier to handle it now than it was before, 
and it is to be hoped now that the loca- 
tion has been definitely settled, that the 
authorities of Massachusetts will see that 
tbe laws arc respected there as else- 
where.

•WAGE EARNERS NOT DEBTORS. 


The laboring men of California advanced 


an idea the other day that is absolutely 
ti ae and j et it is one that will strike many 
as something of a surprise; but the force 
and truth of it are readily apparent when 
attention is given to it lor a moment. 


We refer to the protest ot the California 


l.ilior federation in their convention, as j 
given in our telegraphic dispatches Mon- 
clny, against the free coinage of silver 
L;cause it was a class action that would 
favor the debtor class at the expense of 
others. Their resolutions declared that 
free silver would not benefit the laboring 
people as wage earners are not as a rule 
debtors. 


Tbe fact is that the ones that would be 


tlie most injured by the free coinage of 
•ilver are the laboring people for the rea- 
eon that not being in debt they would 
have nothing to gain by having indebted- 
ness repudiated for them, and would have 
everything to lose because their wages 
could not be advanced in proportion at all 
tu the debasement of the currency or the 
advance in prices of food, clothing and 
rent that would naturally follow unlimited 
iiee coinage of silver. 


Wage earners are not the debtor class 


by any means. They are accustomed to 
yny their way as they go and are far more 
likely to have deposits in savings banks 
than to be in debt. In the rare cases 
where they are debtors it is naturally for 
n very small amount, for they do not re- 
quire the borrowed capital that business 
enterprises do. Besides they are more ac- 
customed to live within their means than 
•re the money borrowers or the traders 
on futures. 


There a great significance in this action 


of the California laboring men. They 
liave started an intelligent statement of 
t tie relations of currency to wage earners 
tliat will be accepted at once wherevor it 
is presented and considered. It will unite 
capital and labor in a common cause of 
vital importance to each and It places 
both where it is necessary for them to 
vt ork shoulder to shoulder, as perhaps 
never before, in a campaign where lines 
of d vision are being constantly swept 
awa .

IN SALEM, OREGON. 


How the City Impresses • Traveler from 


North Adam*. 
. 


SALEM, Oregon, July 15,1898. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT: 


I arrived in the city of Salem three 


weeks ago today and I have not seen any 
cool weather yet. It seems a great deal 
warmer here than at home. The people 
say it is the warmest weather they have 
knov.il for years. 


Bulem is a pretty city with wide and 


handsome streets. 
The city covers a 


larger area than North Adams, although 
the population is only about 14,000. There 
are more grocery and dry goods stares 
here than in North Adams, but few of 
them are as large as Taylor & Qow's Bos- 
ton store. The merchants carry about 
the same quality of goods, but prices are a 
little higher here. 


This is the state capital and the state 


house is a beautiful building surrounded 
by spacious and well kept grounds. The 
dome is lighted by electricity furnished by 
the plant at the penitentiary, two miles 
away. In the peitentiary there are about 
500 prisoners. The grounds are inclosed 
with an iron fence twelve or fourteen feet 
high, with sharp spikes on the top. The 
grounds are nicely kept. 


Salem also has an asylum for the insane 


which I think is larger than the North, 
ampton asylum. The institution contains 
1,000 Inmates at present. There is also 
an orphans' home here and a college for 
women. 


There are some fine farms in the valley 


along the banks of the Willemett river. 
There are three or four boats running 
between Salem and Portland. 
I can 


stand on the 
back porch and see 


them going up and down the river. The 
bridge across the river is a mile long. 


Three mile* down the river Is a fruit 


farm of 240 acres. 
Apples, prunes, 


peaches and plums are grown, but owing 
to the late rains and the late spring there 
will not be much fruit this year.

WAGE EARNERS NOT DEBTORS. 


The laboring men of California advanced 


an idea the other day that is absolutely 
true and yet it U one that will strike many 
as something of a surprise; bat the force 
and truth of it are readily apparent when 
attention is given to it fora moment. 


We refer to the protect ol the California 


'aI'or federation in their convention, as 
gueniu our telegraphic dispatches Mon- 
thiv, against the free coinage of silver 
because it was a class action that would 
favor the debtor class at the expense of 
others. Their resolutions declared that 
IKe silver would not benefit the laboring 
people as wage earners are not as a rule 
debtors. 


The fact is that the ones that would be 


the most injured by the free coinage of 
ailver are the laboring people for the rea- 
son that not being in debt they would 
have nothing to gam by having indebted- 
ness repudiated for them, and wonld have 
e\erything to lose because their wages 
could not be advanced in proportion at all 
to the debasement of the currency or the 
advance in prices of food, clothing and 
rent that would naturally follow unlimited 
live coinage of silver. 


Wage earners are not the debtor class 


b\ any means. They are accustomed to 
pay their way as they go and are far more 
likely to have deposits in saving, banks 
than to be in debt. In the rare cases 
where they are debtors it is naturally for 
a very small amount, for they do not re- 
quire the borrowed capital that business 
enterprises do. Besides they are more ac- 
customed to live within their means than 
are the money borrowers or tue traders 
on futures. 


There is great significance in this action 


ef the California laboring men. They 
have started an intelligent statement of 
t lie relations of currency to wage earners 
that will be accepted at once wherever it 
is. presented and considered. It will unite 
capital and labor in a common cause of 
vital importance to each and it places 
both where it is necessary for them to 
v ork shoulder to shoulder, as perhaps 
IK ver before, in a campaign where lines 
cf d vision <tre being constantly swept 
awa .

IN SALEM, OREGON. 


How the City Impresses a Traveler from 


North Adam.. 


SALEM, Oregon, July 15,1896. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT: 


I arrived in the city of Salem three 


weeks ago today and I have not seen any 
cool weather yet. It seems a great deal 
warmer here than at home. The people 
say it is the warmest weather they have 
know u for years. 


Salem is a pretty city with wide and 


handsome streets. 
The city covers a 


larger area than North Adams, although 
the population is only about 14,000. There 
are more grocery and dry goods stores 
here than in North Adams, but few of 
them are a. large as Taylor & Qow's Bos- 
ton store. The merchant, carry about 
the same quality of goods, but prices are a 
little higher here. 


This is the state capital and the state 


house is a beautiful building surrounded 
by spacious and well kept grounds. The 
dome is lighted by electricity furnished by 
the plant at the penitentiary, two miles 
away. In the peitentiary there are about 
500 prisoners. The grounds are inclosed 
with an iron fence twelve or fourteen feet 
high, with sharp spikes on the top. The 
grounds are nicely kept. 


Salem also has an asylum for the insane 


which I think te larger than the North, 
ampton asylum. The institution contains 
1,000 
Inmates at present. There is also 


an orphans' home here and a college for 
women. 


There are some fine farms in the valley 


along the banks of the Willemett river. 
Thera are three or four boats running 
between Salem and Portland. 
I can 


stand on the 
back porch and see 


them going up and down the river. The 
bridge across the river is a mile long. 


Three miles down the river Is a fruit 


farm of 240 acres. 
Apples, prunes, 


peaches and plums are grown, but owing 
to the late rains and the late spring there 
will not be much fruit this year.

- HARVESTING ONIONS." :r^3| 


Btnethms Given In • Varmenf Bmltetra 


bf HortloultnrUt B. L. Watts. 


Onions should be promptly harvested 


at maturUj. Harvesting should begin 
when most of the neoks hare turned 
yellow and sro considerably •withered. 
Although there ia generally still quite 
a number of green tops when tbe main 
crop ii ready for harvesting, the bulbs 
of these will thoroughly ripen if pulled 
along with the others. It is not safe to 
postpone the harvesting on account of a 
few green tops. If left too long in the 
ground, the bulbs ate liable to reroot, 
especially if there are frequent show- 
ers, and the quality of the bulb* is in- 
jured. Promptness in harvesting is not 
quite so important if the transplanting 
system is followed, as in this case the 
crop usually matures at a dry season. 


The pnihng of the crop ia not an ex- 


pensive operation if the bulbs are large 
and do not set too deep in the ground. 
Boys may be most economically em- 
ployed in this work. The plants are 
simply pulled by the hand and deposit- 
ed in windrows containing the onions 
from three or four rows. The crop is 
left in these windrows until fully cured, 
which will require from a week to ten 
or more days. On bright days the cur- 
ing will be hastened by stirring with a 
wooden rake. The bulbs must be raked 
very gently to prevent bruising, which 
causes them to decay rapidly, special 
precautions being necessary in this re- 
spect with foreign varieties. 


If there is danger of a rainy season, 


the crop may be cured in open sheds or 
on a barn floor. The bulbs of white va- 
rieties must be bandied with greater 
care than those of the red and yellow 
sorts. If the rays of the sun are very 
hot, the onions should be gathered in 
piles, each containing enough onions to 
make about a barrel and then protected 
by thin layers of straw. This -will pre- 
vent the sun from tuning exposed por- 
tions of the onions green. After the crop 
is cured the bulbs are sorted, topped if 
desired and properly stored. All weeds 
and refuse should be removed from the 
plantation, and, if possible, a fall crop 
grown on the land. Celery is highly 
profitable to follow onions where the 
soil is favorable to the growth of this 
vegetable. Cowpeas or turnips may be 
sown or a crop of pickling onions raised. 


A Vlg*renu Timothy Sod. 


There is no better proportion for a 


vigorous timothy sod than to sow alsike 
clover seed with it, according to Ameri- 
can Cultivator, authority for the fol- 
lowing: Alsike is better than the com- 
mon red clover, because it does not grow 
so rank as to smother the grass sown 
with it. Besides this, when the alsike 
grows up the second year and seeds 
with its first and only crop, after alsike 
has seeded, the entire plant dies, and its 
roots, scattered through the soil, begin 
at once to rot, furnishing an abundance 
of plant food for the grass roots, rjp to 
the tune the alsiks clover is cut the 
timorby will not make much growth, 
-but so soon as the alsike is out of the 
•way the timothy shoots up, and its roots 
•spread so that a complete sod is very 
quickly formed. 


A good growth of alsike clover and a 


second crop of timothy, the latter \% 
tons per acre, have been grown in the 
northern states the same year. With the 
common red clover there is a second 
growth, which keeps the timothy back 
so that it does not fill the ground until 
the third year. Though red clover is a 
biennial, it lasts longer than the alsike, 
for one reason, probably, because it is a 
more uncertain seeder. If red clover 
foils to seed through too frequent cut- 
ting, its life may be continued until tho 
third year and possibly longer. This is 
true also of most other biennials. 


, Th» Amir Worm. 


The army worm'has made its appear- 


ance in a number of the central wtrti 
states. These natural enemies anally 
hold them in check, so thai; there is lit 
tie extended injury to crops. If, how 
ever, the worms are very numerous, the 
migration from one field to another may 
be prevented by constructing barriers 
as in the case of chinch bugs. Deep fur- 
rows with perpendicular sides, boards 
set on edge with the npper edge smeared 
with tar, plowing under infested crops 
and rolling have all proved efficacious 
in certain instances and can all be tried 
with profit. Much was expected of the 
various fungous diseases which have 
been experimented with, bat np to date 
they have not proved entirely satisfac- 
tory. Spraying infested crops with Ion- 
don purple or pane green has been tried 
with good results, but other methods 
should probably be resorted to first— 
Orange Judd Farmer. 


Building • Silo. 


The essential points in building a silo 


are: To have the walls tight enough to 
exclude air from the contents; to have 
the walls not only strong, but rigid; to 
have sufficient depth—-80 feet or more 
if possible—there should be not more 
than about' 5 square feet of feeding sur- 
face in tbe silo for each cow; the larger 
the silo the cheaper the storage for each 
ton of silage; the larger the herd the 
more cheaply can silage be supplied to 
each animal.—Bulletin New York Sta- 
tion. 


Spraying With Paris Green. 


There is a disposition everywhere In 


spraying plants of all sorts to use more 
poison than is needed. If one-quarter 
pound of paris green in 40 gallons is 
enough, why use more? It is sometimes 
claimed that these dilute mixtures are 
not as effective as stronger ones. They 
may not kill as quickly, but they are 
less costly and are not hurtful to the 
plants, besides being less likely to affect 
tbe quality of the tobacco.—Bulletin

DOM AipaTBgos Need 8»ItT

Baling HBJ. 


In reply to a query about baling bay 


direct from meadows tbe editor of The 
Hay Trade Journal thus replies in the 
columns of The Rural New Yorker: 


This is done along tbe Hudson river, 


where the hay is put aboard barges and 
sent tp New York city for immediate 
use. 
The hay is put np in large bales, 


weighing 150 to 300 pounds, but loosely 
pressed, and even then, oftentimes, this 
hay gets hot and loses in value very ma- 
terially,. My advice in to have the hay 
well cured before pressing, as it would 
be disastrous to press it from the field 
aud put it in store. Only immediate use 
could prevent it from heating and being 
a total loss. I made an experiment in 
this1 direction a number of years ago. 
The hay taken from the meadow was in 
good condition to go into the barn. 
I 


had several bales of it pressed, allowed 
it to remain in the store for 30 days and 
then dumped it in the river, as it was 
absolutely worthless. 


Item IB Swe«t Potato Cnltme. 


Professor Halsted is credited with the

sweet potato growing. Lime will give 
a chunky tuber, but with sulphur the 
skin is smooth and of good color. 
Sul- 


phur grown potatoes and others not 
treated were shown at the Trenton fair,

a gunny .sack and sent home in a box. 
When opened, the sulphur treated were 
Eontid, hut the others were all used up. 
The results in all experiments with 
lime and sulphur aro six to one in fa- 
vor of sulphur.

The representation of tha people's 


party, or as it is generally termed the 
popnhst party of the United States, 
was established on a ratio which 
should have yielded 1,35s delegates 
and 050 delegates a total of 8,01*. 
Chairman Tanbeueok, who is not the 
least sanguine of the executive officers 
ot the people's party, said this morn- 
ing before the convention met that he 
did not expect a larger attendance 
than 1,000 delegates and alternates. 
The national silver party meets in 
what is known as the Music hall. Its 
course will be all plain sailing. It has 
cjly one purpose in view, the endorse- 
ment of free coinage of silver. It will 
listen with more or less attention to 
long scholarly addresses from Francis 
C. Newlands of Nevada, the silverite 
congressman^ its chosen temporary 
president, and from William P. St.

in Boston, asking him to collect gold 
there for the treasury. He replied by 
telephone that ha would inteiest the 
banks in the Boston clearing house in 
the matter. Contributions by Boston 
banks will be deposited in the sub- 
treasury in that city. 
When 
I 


started out to secure contributions of 
gold by the New York banks I make 
up a list and put opposite the name of 
each the amount of gold which I 
thought it should contribute. I did 
not fix the amount in proportion to tha 
gold holding of the bank, but simply 
set down the amount I thought it 
could spare. I have not met with a 
declination from a single bank that I 
selected as a contributor. 
There has 


been the heartiest oo-operatlon by the 
banks. The gold will not be deposited 
In the New York sub-treasury in a 
lump. It oould not b» handled. It 
will be deposited to suit the con- 
venience of the banks and the ability 
of the sub-treasury to receive, count 
and examine At. The list will not be 
completed bsfore to-morrow and no 
gold will be delivered to the anb-treas-

A BLOODY VOYAGE

FIRST MATE IS PROBABLY 
CRAZY

of the part owners and local agent* of 
the Herbert Fuller, Swan & Son, it 
was said that the telegram received 
from tho Halifax agent of the vessel, 
stating that the man suspected of the 
murder of Capt. Nash was the first 
mate, Thomas Bram, a Nova Scotian, 
who lived In New York city with his 
mother and wife, was a great sboclc 
and surprise. Mr. Swan of the firm 
said'that he knew the first mate, a^<1 
oould hardly imagine the latter com- 
mitting such a crime, as he was ou c:. 
cellent terms with Capt. Nash \vlion 
the vessel left Boston and was a qubt 
man generally. Mr. Swan thought lie 
must have been Insane. Mr. Swan abo 
said the murdered skipper was nob a 
hard master, and never had any trou- 
ble in shipping a crew. 


St«rr Told bj Kr. Mooofe. 


Halifax, N. 8., July 82.—The story 


of the triple murder at sea on board 
the barkentine Herbert Fuller, which 
sailed f roAx Boston on July 8 and put 
into this port yesterday with the dead 
bodies of Captain and Mrs. Nash and 
second mate August \V. Bramberg, Is 
the worst Brought into this port by a 
sailing vessel in atony years. The only 
passenger aboard, Lester H. Merck ot 
Boston, and who took charge of tUo 
vessel after the tragedy, says that he 
knew nothing whatever oi the crime 
until ho heard of it from the first mate. 
During the night of July IB, he says, 
he heard a scream which he suppoeed 
was uttered by Capt. Nash's wife, but 
heard no further sound fend paid no 
attention to what he thought might 
be a fancy. In the morning he went 
on deck. The first mate informed him 
that the cap'r'.i, his wife and the sec- 
ond officer li 
jeen murdered in their 


berths, and 
.1 Monck, who slept in 


in a little ca .1 between the one occu- 
pied by Capt and Mrs. Nash and the 
one occupied by the second mate, if he 
had been alarmed at anything during 
the night. 


Heard Mr*. Math'* Scream. 


Monck told him he had heard some 


one scream, and he had not paid any 
particular attention to that. Both 
the cabins of the captain and second 
mate immediately adjoin that in which 
he slept, so that he must have slept 
deeply not to have heard something of 
what was going on on the other side 
of the thin partitions. The murders 
could not have been committed without 
noise, for the weapon used in accom- 
plishing them was an axe. The vic- 
tims were hacked in a most sickening 
manner, blow after blow having evi- 
dently been inflicted upon them to 
make sure that life was extinct. Mr. 
Monck says that he assumed charge of 
the vessel and, with the assistance of 
the mate brought her into port. Ac- 
cording to his story, Mr. Monck ques- 
tioned the various membeis of the 
crew as to what they knew of the 
tragedy, but each one professed entire 
Innocence and ignorance. 
Mr. Monck 


ordered the bodies taken out of the 
cabin and placed in a boat and towed 
nstei-D, which was done. The follow- 
in? were the names of the officers and 
crew. Capt. C. I. Nash, first mate, 
Thomas Bram of Boston; second mate, 
August W. Bramberg of Finland, but 
a naturalized American citizen; stew- 
ard, Jonathan Spencer of Bosario; 
crew, Frank Lob.ese, a native of 
France; Charles Brown of Sweden, 
Henry <J. Shea I of New Jersey, O. An- 
derson of Sweden, and Henry Berook 
of Holland. 


A Matsvr tor th» United State*. 


The consul general will take the 


evidence of all the men at the consul- 
ate here and send It to the district at- 
torney in whatever state the accused 
is to be tried. The alleged murderer 
cannot be tried here, as the act was 
committed on the high seas on an 
American vessel, and, therefore, comes 
under the Jurisdiction of the United 
States. When a reporter of the United 
Press visited the vessel he found the 
pilot, William White, in charge. Tho 
pilot stated thai he had boarded 
the vests! six miles southeast of 
Devil's island. At that time she was 
heading this war, but before he get to 
her the helm was put down and the 
vessel headed off shore. He immedi- 
ately surmieed thai there was sotee- 
thing^wrong. As Eilot White neared 
the ship »ttd rowed around the stern 
t'u as on board told him to be careful 
of the boat astern as it contained 
corpses. He asked what was the mat 
ter and one oi the crew eaid: "There 
has been murder aboard and that boat 
contains the bodiee of the captain, Uis 
wife and the second mate."
